Barr that “in no ‘instance
where an operation is neces-
sary is it ever postponed for
lack of blood.”

It was brought to Supetvisor
Hahn's attention recently that
all but emergency operations
were being stopped at the Har-
bor General Hospital because
of a shortage of blood.

Supervisor Hahn immediat-
ely asked Barr to investigate
the problem and take neces-
sary corrective action.

el

IN A REPORT which Barr
personally handed the super-
visor, it was stated that “there
are problems inrelation to
maintaining sufficient blood in
our large hospitals . Blood
banks are like any other bank.
One has to make a deposit be-
fore withdrawals can be made.
Otherwise, the bank would
soon be completely depleted.

“For that reason, routinely,
every effort is made to have
relatives and friends of pa-
tients donate blood or provide
blood before surgery is per-
formed, whenever such sur-
gery is elective.”

Barr emphasized that if the
necessary blood can not be pro-
vided by this method, the sur-
gery is performed anyway.

“The only cases that would
ever be held up are those
which are elective and non-
emergent and can be put off
with no ill effect on the pa-
tient.”

BARR CONTINUED that “we
have on some occasions reached
the condition where we were

When this happens, we tele-
phone one of the laboratories
which provide either plasma or
blood. This is, however, very
expensive and it is preferable
to have relatives or friends re-
place in the blood bank blood
used for their patient.

“Misunderstandings do arise
over this procedure. From time
to time where we have con-
tacted relatives of patients
who need large quantities of
blood, the relatives themselves
have made appeals to the pub-
lic to get the amount of blood
required by the patient,” Barr
stated.
